The heavy 


slump in the price of cold storage 
eggs and butter during the last few 
days is the cause of the failure. The 
firm had several carloads of eggs and 
butter which had been bought when 
prices were higher last spring, sum­ 
mer 
and 
fall. When 
the 
market 
dropped before these were sold, they 
were placed in cold storage with the 
hope that the winter weather as it 
usually does, would bring the price to 
a point where they could be sold at a 
profit. 
The warm weather of last 
week started the supply of fresh eggs 
in greater than usual abundance, and 
the price of fresh eggs declined sev­ 
eral cents, carrying along with the 
decline the price of storage holdings 
as well. 
On the eggs in storage, 
loans were secured from tlie eastern 
houses up to an amount where they 
regarded themselves safe. 
When the 
price dropped so that the eggs would 
bring less than they had advanced on 
them, they began calling on the firm 
here for cash to make good the de­ 
cline. 
This demand the company was 
unable to meet and the assignment 
followed. 
The liabilities are difficult to esti­ 
mate as the market value of the pro­ 
duce on hand fluctuates so much that 
a change of a few cents in the price 
o f eggs and butter will make a differ­ 
ence of several thousand dollars in the 
assets of the firm. 
On present mark­ 
et values the losses will probably run 
from $10,000 to $1">,000. 
The heav­ 
iest local creditor is John J. Cobh 
who loaned the firm some jimiiev last 
June, and holds the company’s notes

instantly killed by the B. <k O. S-W. 


westbound passenger train No. J in 


the railroad yards here shortly after 


12 
o’clock 
lhi> 
morning. 
The 


stranger was walking down tin* main 


track in company with two other men 


and did not hear the approaching en­ 
gine until it was too dose upon him 
to jump from the track. 
His body 
was hurled several feet into the air 
and was thrown some distance from 
the track. 
The unfortunate man came to S ey­ 
mour from Cincinnati, vditTi Jacob 
W allace and Michael Kgan, both of 
Pittsburg. 
They were riding on a 
freight train 
that 
left Cincinnati 
about noon Wednesday and arrived 
here a few minutes before the arrival 
of the passenger train. 
When the 
Jx- freight slowed down as they entered 
the yards the men jumped from the 
car in which they were riding and 
started to walk towards the station. 
In order to keep out of tire snow 
they walked along the edge of the 
tics, Wallace taking the 
lead, the 
stranger in the middle and Kgan fol­ 
lowing. 
On account of the noise of the 
other trains in the yards the men did 
not hear the approaching passenger 
train until it was a short distance 
from them. 
Kgan noticed it first and 
called to hri companions to jump. 
W allace heard the warning call and 
jumped from the track, hut it seemed 
that the stranger did not hear the call. 
Wallace, realizing that hG companion 
did not know of the danger, started 
to pull him from the track, hut the 
engine was too close upon him and 
struck him before he could get out of 
the way. 
W allace was struck on the hand and 
arm by the engine with such force 
that lie was thrown to the ground. 
Fearing that he might fall under tin* 
wheels if he attempted to get up he 
laid on the ground until the train pul­ 
led by hiii* 
When he arose Egan told 
him of the misfortune o f their com­ 
panion and they found the body some 
distance from the place where the ac­ 
cident occurred. 
W allace remained 
with ifc<* body while Kgan went back to 
the caboose of the freight where he 
informed a biukeman of the accident. 
Several of the switchmen in the yards 
were soon called and the body was 
removed to Heideman’s undertaking 
establishment. W allace’s injured hand 
and arm were given proper attention, 
ille was taken in charge hv the night 
policemen and taken to jail where he 
was held for the inquest. 
The stranger who was killed wore 
a black suit and a gray cap. 
His 
j shirt was white with black stripes: 
and he wore a black and red lie. Ili- 
shoes 
were 
somewhat 
worn 
and 
showed that he had walked eonsid- ! 
I erably during the past few weeks. 


There was nothing whatever about his 
clothes by which he could he identified 
and 
there 
were 
no 
distinguishing 
marks about his body, except a short 
scar on the fore finger of his left 
hand. 
He had gray eyes, dark brown 
hair and was about five feet nine 
inches tall. 
He weighed about 16") or 
170 pounds. He appeared to he about 
twenty-fwo years of age. 
When 
questioned 
regarding 
the 
stranger W allace, who was with him 
when he was killed, stated that In* had 
never seen him before until they met 
Wednesday about the time they were 
getting ready to get on the freight 
train. W allace said Ik* and Kgan were 
acquainted and that they talked very 
little to their companion. 
He stated, 
however, that the stranger had re­ 
marked that hi> home was in V ir­ 
ginia and that he was on his way to 
Oklahoma where In* thought In* could 
secure employment. 
W allace said that when they got oft 
of the freight Kgan. who has been 
here before, 
said 
that 
they could 
prolmhlv stay all night in tin* ice plant 
and that they were oil their way to 
that place when their companion was 
killed. 
W allace gave his occupation 


a s a cleanser and dyer, but stated that 
there hut little work in the house 
where In* was employed in Pittsburg 
and wn" placed on a two-day-a-week 
shift, and for that reason was going to 
Lawrenceville. 111., where he hoped to 
| secure employment in the oil fields. 
He said, that he was acquainted with 
the foreman o f the field and felt as­ 
sured that he would In* given a place. 
Egan has been employed at various 
places recently in the oil fields. 
He 
was also intending to go to Illinois. 
j 
When the details of the accident 
were learned it was thought that the i 
stranger might have been robbed a f ­ 
ter lie was killed, but after an in­ 
vestigation the police placed no faith 
in the supposition. 
The two men 
who were with him told the same 
story about how they met the- mi-'" 
fortunate man and there was nothing 
about their actions to implicate them. 
( ’oroner Frank Dowden, of Browns- 
tiiwn, was notified of the accident, and 
arrived here this morning to hold the 
inquest. 
A fter several witnesses were ex­ 
amined the Coroner held that the 
stranger’s death was accidental. The 
body will be held here for a short time 
before burial, so that it' possible his 
relatives can make the proper identi­ 
fication. 
If not identified before to­ 
morrow the remains will he interred 
in the R iverview cemetery.

chine was first sighted from tin* war­ 
ships. the plane b roke through the 
mist and swept up the b ay like an 
enormous gull, never wavering or fal- alMj ciiffty. 
tering for an instant. 
The air was smoky and the aviator 
flew low, so that it was difficult to pick 
him up until he was a few miles away. 
A b last from the Pennsylvania's siren, 
which was taken up b y a chorus cf 
other whistles, gave the first warning 
of the aeroplane’s appearance.

b rief intervals the sirens shrieked. 
Then as the air craft soared down to 
the deck of the cruiser they all let go 
In a mighty toot. 
Ely flew through the cruiser squad­ 
ron very close to the water.

C., Devises Plan to Keep Running 


Time Before Motormen. 


W ILL LEAVE CAR UNGUARDED 


Each Car Will be Equipped With Clip 


to Hold Schedule Which Will be 


Placed in View of Motorrren. 


Alexander Shane, gem* nil manager 
of ludianajHili.s, Columbus & Southern 
Traction Company, has devised a plan 
by which a time schedule n ay he 
placed in view ol the motor■ uen while 
they are running the ear. 
He has 
ordered that each ear he equipped 
with a slip loeated direetly m front 
of the motorman, and m the clip is a 
time table. 
Above the clip a light will 
he placed so that it can la* read at 
night a> well as during the day. 
In 
this manner the motormen are con­ 
stantly informed as to the running 
time and if they give it the pmper at 
tent ion if will almost he impossible f"t 
them to get away from their schedule» 
time* unless they have trouble will 
their cars. 
There has been citicism on samt 
infcntrhan roads from vanous -ource.' 
b* the effect tliat, n•otonuen often 
made thetr entire runs without onet 
referring to their time cards. 
Inter- 
urban men justify this and explain 
why it is not uncommon. 
They say 
that although a motorman is not 
asked to memorize the time eard for 
fear his memory might play him a 
trick, la* unconsciously does memoriz« 
it, because he makes the same run da> 
after day and he gets to know l»> the 
«second just when every point on the 
road should I»«* pitssed. 
Kvery motorman is in s tru c te d to 
keep one hand on or near the brake 
lever and the other on the controller 
of the motor. 
Running through a 
thickly populated section of the coun­ 
try wherty public highway« parallel 
the traction line and cross it at short 
intervals, the motorman never knows 
when somebody is going to get on the 
track. 
Consequently la* has to have 
both bands ready to use in an emer­ 
gency as stopping the ear us quickly 
as possible often saves human lit»* and 
the life of a cow or horse. 
If the 
motor man frequently refers to a time 
table in his pocket la* has to tak«* 
both hands to unfold 11»«* 
big time 
sheet, then la* has to compare tla* 
schedule with his watch and see how* 
near the schedule la* 1« running. 
All 
this takes time and while the motor- 
oian is consulting his schedule and 
looking at his watch his hands arc 
away from the brake lever and tla* 
controller and his eye is not on tla* 
road ahead of tla* speeding car. 
Na­ 
turally a motornum ought to consult 
bis time sheet even if he thinks la* 
ba« tla* whole schedule memorized hut 
tla* tuterurban officials regard it as 
dangerous for tla* motorman to do 
this consulting wlulc tla* car is run­ 
ning. 
There was need for a wav out 
of tla* difficulty and General Mana­ 
ger Shane solved the trouble by 
1 1 1 
stalling the clip mid putting tla* time 
sheet directly before the motorman. 
Now each motorman » an sec his card 
at a glam*»* and will know* whether la* 
is running aet'ording toorders. Mean 
while his hands will b<* grasping tla* 
proper levers and la* will not lum* t>> 
tak»* 11 is eye oil tla* road -ave for an 
instant at a time.
